Under the Law, 


James Younger, ono of tho three 
Younger brothers 
who, 
with tho 
James 
boys 
and 
others, 
raided 
Northficld in August, 
1870, took 
his own life last Sunday morning 
in bt. Paul, Minn., 
because 
tho of 
ficers of the 
law, 
from 
Attorney 
ircnerai down to tho county clerk, 
refused to permit 
him to got mar- 
ried to a young woman with whom 
ho had fallen in lovo 
while a pris- 
oner at Stillwater. 
Younger and 
hi3 older brother, 
Colo, had been paroled 
from 
tho 
Stato prison early 
this year, 
and 
James' request for a permit to get 
married was refused on tho ground 
that he was legally dead. 
Just before shooting' himself 
be- 
hind tho right ear with a 
revolver 
Younger 
wroto 
to 
tho 
young woman a letter bidding her 
goodbye. 


HIS 
LOVE 
AFFAIR. 
Younger had formed a voilont 
dislike to Govornor Van Zant and 
Warden Wolfer. 
Tho 
Youngers 
had served 
twenty-year- 
s 
of a life 
sentence in prison. 
While at Stillwater Younger fell 
in lovo with a 
young woman 
in 
tbo family of deputy 
warden, 
In 
spito of tho fact that he was 
more 
than twenty years her sonior and 
in tho disgrace 
of a prison garb, 
sho rociprocated 
his 
lovo 
Both 
regarded their prospects 
as 
well-nig- 
h 
hopeless, 
as 
Younger 
was 
scheduled to remain at Stillwater 
penitentiary 
tbo remainder of his 
life. 
Then the parolo 
camo, 
and tbo 
couple wero not long in deciding 
to get marriod.

A LICENSE. 
Tho girl's St. Paul relatives were 
people of prominence, 
and 
objec- 
tions wore raised to tho proposed 
union. 
Ecluctant 
consont, 
how-ove- r, 
was obtained from tho blood 
Kin, anu lounger, happy 
over his 
conquest, went 
to 
tho 
county 
clerk and asked for a license. 
Mr. Eogers, the clerk, hesitated, 
and 
doubting 
his 
power 
in tho 
premises, placed the 
caso 
before 
Attornoy General Douglas. 
This 
official spent days going over

musty tomes of tbo Stato Law

brary, but ho could find no author-
